The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Muller et al. 
Muller et al teach a drug carrier composition comprising 0.001-30% lecithin (Claims 1, 



13, 15), the compounds glucose, mannose, trehalose or sorbitol (claims 1,19,22), and 0.1-30% 



active (claims 1,7). Parenteral, intramuscular, and subcutaneous administration (column 8 line 61, 



column 9 line 33). Antimycotic, corticoid, and immuno therapeutics such as cyclosporin are 
specified (claims 39,48). 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention.
